TAXI DRIVER SHOWED NO 

REMORSE SAVS JUDGE" 

Jail for Sarn 
man ( 60 ) over 
sex offences 


A TAXI driver has been jailed 
for a total of 34 months at 
Cardiff Crown Court for sex 
offences. 

Brian McAndrew, 60, of Heol 
Llansantffraid, Sam, pleaded guilty to 
three charges of indecent assault. He 
was found guilty of one charge of sex¬ 
ual assault, following a four-day trial. 

In respect of the first set of charges, 
he applied unsuccessfully to change 
his pleas to not guilty. 

Prosecutor Tracey Lloyd-Nesling 
said the victim in those charges is now 
in her 30s. The offences occurred in 
the Bridgend area when she was aged 
13-15. McAndrew had approached her 
and touched her in an indecent man¬ 
ner. 

“As a result, there was a change in 
her behaviour. She disclosed what had 
happened to a friend when she was 14, 
saying the defendant ‘touched her 
down below’,” said Ms Lloyd- 
Nesling. 

The court was told that he was 
arrested in June last year, and said: “I 
can’t understand what this is about”. 

He totally denied any involvement 
and when charged, said: “I’m not 
guilty, that’s all.” 

Ms Lloyd-Nesling said the single 
charge of sexual assault occurred 
when he walked into the Pencoed 
home of a woman in her 50s. 

His counsel, Sue Ferrier, said: “It 
has to be recognised that there are 
aggravating features. He has suffered 
difficulties in the past and to this day, 
denies both matters.” 

She said that he was supported by 
his wife and brother and had been on

remand in custody for 99 days. 

Ms Ferrier said he had been treated 
for depression and added: “He is not 
getting any younger, and I accept the 
case crosses the custody threshold.” 

Judge Philip Richards said: “It is 
my sad duty to have to sentence you 
for a series of offences of a sexual 
nature.” 

Regarding the three charges, he 
said: “They were serious and have had 
a continuing effect on the victim. At 
28, she needed counselling.” 

Regarding the second victim, he 
said she had been “extremely vulnera¬ 
ble”. 

The judge said that McAndrew took 
advantage of a woman who, when giv¬ 
ing evidence in the trial against him, 
had been entirely convincing. 

When he carried out the assault, 
said the judge, she was wearing only 
her night clothes. 

“She allowed you into her home 
and you betrayed her tmst. You kissed 
her, and touched her breasts and 
touched her private parts.” 

That experience, said Judge 
Richards, had had a very substantial 
impact on her. 

He said: “McAndrew shows no 
remorse at all, and simply denied 
everything, which the jury rejected. 

“You were not facing up to what 
you had done.” 

On his release, McAndrew must 
register for life as a sex offender, and 
he was disqualified from ever working 
with children.

Mother’s baseball 
attack outside 
junior school gates 


A MOTHER of six 
picked up a baseball 
bat and attacked a 
woman collecting a 
child outside a Pyle 
school. 

Cardiff Crown Court 
heard that Kelly Mochan 
took the bat, which she 
said was a child’s play¬ 
thing, from a car, lunged 
at Tonia Vincent, and 
shouted: “I’m going to 
.kill you.” 

Mochan, 31, then liv¬ 
ing in Kingfisher Road, 
North Comelly, admitted 
a charge of causing actu¬ 
al bodily harm and was 
sentenced to a communi¬ 
ty order involving 12 
months supervision. 

Prosecutor Mike 
Hammett said that on 
May 25 last year, Ms 
Vincent went to Pyle 
Junior School to collect 
a child. 

Mochan, who had a 
child in the school, was 
there and there was a 
confrontation concern¬ 
ing family matters and 
Mochan made threats. 

Ms Vincent reported 
the incident to the school 
secretary. 

The court was told by 
the prosecutor that soon 
after, there was a further 
exchange of words, after 
which Mochan took a 
baseball bat from a car 
and threatened to kill Ms

Vincent. 

She struck her on the 
top of the head with the 
bat, and the pair began to 
scuffle, at which point 
two teaching assistants 
intervened. 

Ms Vincent suffered a 
swelling to the head. 

Mochan was arrested 
and claimed she only 
slapped her after taking 
the bat to ward off Ms 
Vincent and another per¬ 
son who intervened. 

The bat, she said, was 
a child’s play thing. 

Mochan’s counsel, 
Tim Evans, suggested 
that a community sen¬ 
tence should be passed 
and pointed out that 


Mochan was moving to 
the Port Talbot area. 

Judge David Wynn 
Morgan said: “The 
school gates is not the 
place for the airing of 
grievances. 

“It is not the place for 
bad language and vio¬ 
lence with the use of a 
weapon. It is fortunate 
the injury was not as 
serious as it might have 
been. 

“It was a thoroughly 
unedifying affair. All the 
evidence indicates you 
are a very good mother 
to six children. There 
had been a degree of 
domestic turmoil which 
has resolved itself.” 

He said the attack 
occurred 15 months ago 
and there had been no 
repetition. 

The court heard that 
Mochan had no previous 
convictions.

BRIDGEND-BASED volun¬ 
tary project, KPC Youth, has 
achieved a national award for 
its commitment to health and 
wellbeing at work. 

It received a Gold Small Workplace 
Health Award, a mark of best practice 
from the Welsh Government, which 
aims to recognise businesses and 
organisations that improve health and 
wellbeing in the workplace. 

The award has three stages, bronze, 
silver and gold, and to achieve the 
award, organisations need to show 
that they have an understanding of 
core components such as health and 
safety and absence management, as 
well as healthy lifestyle topics such as 
healthy eating and healthy alcohol 
consumption. 

KPC Youth was set up 13 years ago 
to provide the young people of Kenfig 
Hill, Pyle and Cornelly with activities 
to keep them off the streets. Since 
then the project has grown greatly in 
size and now provides a safe haven 


for young people aged from eight to 
25. 

Thanks to fundraising efforts and 
support from the local community it 
has excellent facilities including an 
outdoor skate park, BMX track and 
multi-purpose games court, a comput¬ 
er suite, dance studio and arts and 
crafts room. 

The organisation also offers accred¬ 
ited Open College Network qualifica¬ 
tions and does outreach work with 
young people on the streets of 
Bridgend.

‘Speak up about plan to 
move Bridgend library’ 

- regional AM urges residents 


THE public are 
being urged to 
make their views 
known on plans to 
move Bridgend 
town library it to 
the Recreation 
Centre. 

Suzy Davies, a 
regional AM for South 
Wales West, said that 
proposals by Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council to close the 
public library in 
Wyndham Street and 
transfer services to 
Bridgend Recreation 
Centre should be scruti¬ 
nised closely by resi¬ 
dents. 

“It is an increasing 
trend for councils to try 
to put a number of serv¬ 
ices under one roof. 
BCBC has already cre¬ 
ated Life Centres which 
incorporate libraries and 


leisure facilities at Pyle, 
Ogmore Vale and 
Pontycymer,” said the 
Shadow Welsh Culture 
Secretary. 

“But while it may 
make sense from a cost 
viewpoint in times of 
financial difficulty, the 
question we should be 
asking is whether it 
would provide library 
users with the level of 
service they need. 

“I know that while 
the existing library in 
Bridgend, which was 
built with money from 
American philanthropist 
Andrew Carnegie, is too 
small to meet current 
requirements, its loca¬ 
tion in the heart of 
Bridgend is excellent. 

“It is accessible to 
people using public 
transport and is within 
easy walking distance 
of the bus station. The 


new location, further 
away from the town 
centre, could present 
some problems for the 
elderly and disabled. 

“Set against that is 
the fact that a new 
library would be larger 
and could offer a greater 
range of books and 
other services to users. 
There are definitely 
pros and cons here, so it 
is essential that people 
make their views 
known. 

“I understand that 
while this proposal 
could save the council 
up to £400,000 a year, 
they are saying that this 
is not about money, but 
about the quality of 
service provided, which 
I welcome. 

“There may also be 
concerns that moving 
the library could rob the 
town centre of people 


and vitality. 

“Removing at a 
stroke a significant 
number of people who 
visit the library each 
week will not help the 
shops and cafes which 
remain in the centre, 
and this should also be 
a consideration for the 
council.” 

Mrs Davies urged 
people to take part in 
the consultation which 
closes on September 21. 

“If people have 
strong feelings either 
for or against this move, 
they must make those 
views known to the 
council. 

“Councillors need to 
make their decision 
about the future of the 
library with the greatest 
possible knowledge of 
how the people who use 
the library actually 
feel.”

BRIDGEND’S eld¬ 
erly care advanced 
nurse practitioners 
are being rewarded 
for their initiatives 
to improve patient 
care by a local uni¬ 
versity. 

Along with 
Morriston’s cardiac 
intensive care unit, the 
practitioners have made 
changes to their services 
which are improving 
patient experience. 

As a result, both 
teams have been named 
as practice innovation 
units by Swansea 
University. 

This status acknowl¬ 
edges clinical facilities 
across both ABM and 
Hywel Dda Health 
Boards, which are work¬ 
ing to provide better 
patient care. Units work 
together as a network to 
support and leam from 
each other. 

Win Griffiths, 
Chairman of ABMU 
Health Board, said: “I 
have been delighted to 
hear of the work by both 
teams and it is great that 
they have been recog¬ 
nised as Practice 
Innovation Units. 

“I am confident they 
will continue to improve 
patient care in coming 
years, and I hope other 
teams will pick up the 
principles on which they 
work.” 

Among the initiatives 
developed by Bridgend’s 
advanced nurse practi¬ 
tioners is a sticker for 
inpatient drug charts, 
prompting staff to assess 
elderly patients before 
and after they take pain 
medication. 

This highlights if the 
dose needs to be adjust¬ 
ed, as the right pain con¬ 
trol helps the patient to 
progress with their reha¬ 
bilitation, so they can 
recover more quickly 
and prepare for dis¬ 
charge. 

Advanced nurse prac¬ 
titioner, Wendy 
Mashlan, said: “We have 
been working hard to 
develop initiatives to 
further develop the care 
we provide. The award 
is recognition of the 
team’s hard work.” 


A LOCAL woman 
has completed a 
mammoth charity 
walk in aid of the 
Ty Hafan chil¬ 
dren’s hospice. 

Dan Cole set herself 
the challenge of tackling 
the ‘pilgrim walk’ from 
southern France to 
Santiago de 

Compostella in northern 
Spain. 

It involved walking a 
total of 780km, at a 
time of year when tem¬ 
peratures in Spain were 
rising past 30 degrees 
Celsius. 

In the final stages of 
the walk, when Dawn 
was just 40kms from 
Santiago de 
Compostella, she told 
The GEM: “My walk 
has taken me through 
several regions. 

“The first was 
Navarra, where I started 
in St Pied de Port in 
southern France, which 
took me over the 
Pyrenees and into 
Spain. 

“The walk over the 
Pyrenees was very spe¬ 
cial, the first part being 
extremely steep, but the 
rest was amazing. 

“Walking above the 
clouds was out of this 
world! At a coffee stop 
there I discovered I was 
the first Welsh person 
going over this year. 

“Next was La Rioja 


region, famous for its 
wine, where the walks 
took me through vine¬ 
yards and in this region 
I managed to cover 
30km in a day - from 
Logrono to Najera. 

“The next region was 
Castilla y Leon. The 
first few days were a 
variety of climbs and 
lovely countryside, but 
from Burgos-Leon, this 
part is called the Meseta 
(table) and is quite flat.” 

Dawn said that 
because of the heat, she 
made an early start each 
day and tried to reach 
her destination by noon, 
as there is little shade to 
be found. 

She continued: “I 
have now been in 
Galicia for six days. It’s 
great walking here for 
me, as it’s so much like 
Wales.” 

She reflected: “The 
walk has been an amaz¬ 
ing experience, but a bit 
of a blur right now, as 
you walk, sleep, wash 
clothes,, eat, then sleep 
again before rising 
around 5.30am and 
doing it all over again.

“The majority of the 
paths have quite diffi¬ 
cult and very pebbly, 
and the mountains were 
very challenging. 

“However, walking 
through the beautiful 
medieval hamlets, and a 
countryside filled with 
poppies, butterflies and 
the green fields and 
trees, framed against a 
turquoise sky, has been 
sublime.” 

She added: “To step 
outside our stressful 
lives and be free, walk¬ 
ing in nature for a 
while, helps to bring life 
into perspective, as we 
connect with the bigger 
picture and realise how 
silly we are to become 
concerned over petty 
things.”

Tributes paid to Professor Dafydd Stephens 

Patriot whose work 
enhanced worldwide 
reputation of Welsh 
Hearing Institute 



Professor Dafydd Stephens made a massive 
contribution to Wales, both in a professional 
capacity and also as a member of the local 
community. 


ON July 2, 
Professor Dafydd 
Stephens passed 
away on the eve of 
his 70th birthday, 
after a weekend 
with his children 
and older grand¬ 
children. 

Professor Stephens 
was well known locally 
and internationally for 
both his work in audio- 
logical medicine and his 
active work in the local 
branch of Plaid Cymru. 

Vale Plaid member, 
Wynford Beilin, con¬ 
tacted The GEM to pay 
his respects to a remark¬ 
able man. 

He said: “In 1986, 
Professor Dafydd 
Stephens came to direct 
the newly-established 
Welsh Hearing 
Institute/Athrofa Clyw 
Cymru at the University 
Hospital of Wales, 
Cardiff. The family set¬ 
tled in Llanmaes and 
quickly became an inte¬ 
gral part of the commu¬ 
nity. 

“Dafydd already had 
an international reputa¬ 
tion in audiological 
medicine and had devel¬ 
oped enablement and 
rehabilitation services 
for the previous 10 
years in London. 

“At the same time, 
his reputation for basic 
hearing research was 
just as impressive. 

“This brought him 
many honours and invi¬ 
tations to universities 
and institutes all over 
the world. 

“Nevertheless, 
Dafydd was renowned 
for his patient-centred 


approach and was just 
as community-oriented 
as Janig, his wife, and 
the three children 
(Morwena, Erwan and 
Rhiannon). 

“Dafydd served for 
25 years on the commu¬ 
nity council, and was 
chairman for four peri¬ 
ods in that time. 

“Since his student 
days he had been an 
active member of Plaid 
Cymru and, in the Vale, 
chaired the Cowbridge 
and Llantwit Major 
branch. 

“He was a stalwart 
campaigner for many 
progressive causes - 
most recently in the 
campaign against turn¬ 
ing St Athan into a 
defence academy, and 
against exploration that 
could lead to fracking 
in the Vale. ” 

RESPECT 

Other Plaid Cymru 
members were keen to 
express their respect for 
Professor Stephens, 
with the party’s 
spokesman for the Vale, 
Dr Ian Johnson, adding 
his tribute. 

He told The GEM: 
“Dafydd was a remark¬ 
able man who was high¬ 
ly principled and well 
informed in his opposi¬ 
tion to unacceptable 
environmental and mili¬ 
tary challenges to the 
community’s way of 
life. 

“Debating with 
Dafydd, in public and 
private, was always a 
pleasure, because he 
was willing to challenge 
the status quo or the 
mainstream viewpoint 
and offer alternatives 


that could lead to a fair¬ 
er and better world, 
thanks to his pragmatic 
idealism. 

“My thoughts are 
with Ms family and 
friends at this difficult 
time.” 

Dinas Powys council¬ 
lor, Chris Franks, 
added: “Dafydd was a 
man of great integrity 
and totally committed to 
public service in Wales. 
This included his pro¬ 
fessional duties and 
work on behalf of Plaid 
Cymru. 

“He was never afraid 
to speak his mind about 
the official policies of 
Plaid and was always 
loyal to the interests of 
Wales. He always spoke 
up for his commumty. 

“He had an interna¬ 
tional reputation and 
was very respected by 
his fellow professionals. 
I shall miss him as a 
friend and a good patri¬ 
ot.” 

Staff at the Welsh 
Hearing Institute were 
keen to pay tribute to all 


the work Dr Stephens 
did in promoting their 
cause worldwide, say¬ 
ing: “The reputation of 
the Welsh Hearing 
Institute is world 
renowned due to the 
work of Professor 
Dafydd Stephens in the 
field of audiological 
rehabilitation. 

“He was instrumental 
in the development of 
audiovestibular services 
not only in Wales, but 
tMoughout the world. 

“During his time at 
the Welsh Hearing 
Institute, he undertook 
research, locally and 
worldwide, his findings 
were widely published 
to help improve the 
lives of those living 
with hearing loss and 
associated problems. 

“His friendly, acces¬ 
sible, supportive and 
caring attitude towards 
his patients, administra¬ 
tive staff and colleagues 
is appreciated tMough¬ 
out the speciality and he 
will be greatly missed.”

Tesco pulls out 
of Porthcawl 
regeneration 


AFTER months of 
speculation, the 
supermarket giant 
Tesco has pulled 
the plug on plans to 
develop a large 
area of Porthcawl. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) confirmed last 
week that the company 
will no longer be going 
ahead with plans to build 
a store in Porthcawl. 

The building of the 
store was billed as the 
‘trigger’ for a mixed 
development of apart¬ 
ments, retail units and 
community buildings on 
Salt Lake Car Park - and 
that plan is also now in 
limbo. 

The Tesco financial 
juggernaut was at the 
height of its powers 
when it outbid all-com¬ 
ers, offering BCBC £7 
million to put a super¬ 
store on Hillsboro Place 
car park. The develop¬ 
ment plans for Salt Lake 
were in the hands of 
Chelverton Deeley 
Freed Ltd 

However, recent trad¬ 
ing results led to Tesco 
announcing a review of 
its store opening pro¬ 
gramme, and.all the 
signs pointed to 
Porthcawl as a likely 
casualty. 

In a statement, a 
BCBC spokesman said: 
“The decision follows a 
long period where Tesco 
has been reconsidering 
its commitment to the 
scheme, which forms 
part of the wider 
Porthcawl Regeneration 
Strategy - and a recent 
ultimatum from the 
authority, which made it 
clear that any further 
delay would not be 
acceptable to the council 
or the community of 
Porthcawl.” 

The statement went 
on to say that, while 
waiting for the Tesco 
decision, BCBC officers 
had been preparing con¬ 
tingency plans - 


inevitably referred to 
locally as ‘Plan B’. 

An outline of these 
plans seems to focus on 
BCBC going ahead and 
doing the “necessary 
infrastructure works” - 
using a mixture of grant 
aid and borrowings. 

The BCBC Leader, 
Coun Mel Nott, said: 
“While we appreciate 
that many people may be 
disappointed at Tesco’s 
decision, it is important 
to remember that the 
foodstore element forms 
just one part of the coun¬ 
cil’s regeneration plans 
for the resort, and that 
other projects remain 
unaffected. 

“For example, work 
will begin later this 
month on the transfor¬ 
mation of the harbour 
area, a £3.2m project 
that will see the con¬ 
struction of a new lock 
gate, an extended break¬ 
water wall and a perma¬ 
nent body of water 
inside the harbour basin 
that will provide 70 pon¬ 
toon berths for commer¬ 
cial and leisure craft, 
including visitor and 
tourist boats. 

“When the harbour 
reopens in spring next 
year as the all-new 
Porthcawl Marina, it 
will link in with the 
council’s regeneration 
plans for Jennings 
Building and the leisure 
site north of the harbour 
to form the centrepiece 
of a new waterfront 
area.” 

Coun Ken Watts rep¬ 
resents the Newton ward 
and is the only 
Conservative on BCBC. 

He said: “This is a 
great shame for the peo¬ 
ple of Porthcawl, and it 
has been made worse by 
Tesco taking so long to 
decide. I know that 
BCBC has so far spent 
around £500,000 on this 
project, and I would be 
interested to know if 
there is a mechanism for 
getting any of that 
back.”

He continued: “One 
thing that would really 
make me angry in the 
future is if Tesco were 
allowed back to bid for 
the supermarket site 
after BCBC has done all 
the infrastructure work. 

“People in the town 
disagree over which 
supermarket they would 
like, but I doubt if any¬ 
one would want a Tesco 
now. However, I fear 
there may be nothing 
stopping them re-enter¬ 
ing the bidding process.” 

Porthcawl has four 
independent councillors: 
Graham Walter, Brian 
Jones, Mark Davies and 
Sean Aspey, and shortly 
after the May elections, 
The GEM was taken to 
task in its letters’ column 
for describing them as 
the ‘Porthcawl First 
party’. 

They were, we were 
assured, all totally inde¬ 
pendent 

On this matter, how¬ 
ever, they felt sufficient¬ 
ly of one mind to issue a 
joint press statement, 
which made clear how 
angry they were. 

The statement said 
they believed that the 
people of Porthcawl 
would back a petition to 
force a boundary 
change, saying: “The 
frustration felt by people 
in the town could well 
spill over into a move to 
leave Bridgend for a dif¬ 
ferent authority, if 
BCBC refuse to come 
and listen to local peo¬ 
ple.” 

One of the four inde¬ 
pendents, Coun Graham 
Walter, was not prepared 
to join those blaming 
Tesco. He said: “I am 
angry that BCBC have 
spent many thousands of 
pounds of taxpayers’ 
money since launching 
the Seven Bays Project 


five years ago, and have 
achieved precisely noth¬ 
ing” 

“This announcement 
is, of course, nothing to 
do with Tesco. It’s about 
the management of the 
project from day one. 
The project was flawed, 
because it didn’t capture 
what the people of our 
town wanted to see, and 
was too dependent upon 
one large investment”. 

Coun Brian Jones 
said “If BCBC really 
cared about the hopes 
and aspirations of the 
people of Porthcawl, 
they would scrap the 
2007 plans and start 
again. 

“They should come 
here and really listen to 
what local people, our 
younger citizens and 
traders want to see from 
any regeneration; we 
need a genuine ground 
up consultation with a 
series of public meet¬ 
ings”. 

Although the Labour 
party is in total control 
of BCBC, after the May 
elections, it has no bor¬ 
ough councillors in 
Porthcawl, after the cur¬ 
rent town mayor, Coun 
Alana Davies, lost her 
seat. 

She was criticised in 
some quarters for her 
steadfast support for 
BCBC’s regeneration 
plans - something which 
must have been a factor 
in her defeat. 

She said: “I believe 
that cash grants are 
available to help with 
the infrastructure work, 
and this will make the 
site more attractive to 
developers. 

“I understand peo¬ 
ple’s disappointment, 
but this was a Tesco 
problem, and it is not the 
end of regeneration. 

“The plans were good 
plans and there was pub¬ 
lic consultation at the 
time they were drawn 
up. We need to go with 
them rather than back to 
square one.” 

Lib Dem councillor 
Norah Clarke said that 
she shared people’s dis¬ 
appointment, but felt 
that positive things were 
still happening in the 
town. 

She said: “The har¬ 
bour project is positive, 
and so is the redevelop¬ 
ment of the YMCA in 
John Street.” 

She said she support¬ 
ed the idea of a public 
meeting to give people a 
say and added: “It at 
least gives other super¬ 
markets a chance to 
review the situation and 
come forward. 

“It would be good to 


have one that would 
draw people into the 
town, rather than just 
stop locals going else¬ 
where. That would be 
better for other 
Porthcawl businesses as 
well.” 

Shadow Welsh 
Regeneration Minister 
Byron Davies has called 
for the financial agree¬ 
ment which underpinned 
the Tesco development 
to be re-examined. 

He said: “There were 
already a lot of question 
marks hanging over the 
Porthcawl regeneration 
strategy before this lat¬ 
est news. 

“I have met members 
of Porthcawl Civic Trust 
Society and Porthcawl 
Shout on two occasions 
to discuss their con¬ 
cerns. 

“I have raised these 
issues in a series of let¬ 
ters to BCBC, although I 
am still waiting for a 
reply to one sent last 
November - some eight 
months ago. 

“There are now new 
questions that must be 
answered. What about 
the owners’ agreement 
between BCBC and the 
private owners? 

Is it still in force? The 
whole financial basis 
upon which the agree¬ 
ment was based is now 
in question. 

“I am also worried 
that the council is con¬ 
sidering funding and 
building the new roads 
and other infrastructure 
needed on the supermar¬ 
ket site. 

“Who pays? The costs 
could be substantial and 
if the council undertakes 
this work without a defi¬ 
nite buyer lined up, 
council taxpayers could 
end up spending mil¬ 
lions with no guaranteed 
return.” 

“Also, will the pri¬ 
vate owners be expected 
to find some of this 
money? They were due 
to get a high proportion 
of the profits from Phase 
la of the scheme. 
Otherwise it will be the 
council taxpayers who 
will take all the risks 
while the private owners 
take their profits. 

“I will be writing to 
BCBC and expect 
answers promptly. 
Otherwise, I will be ask¬ 
ing the District Auditor 
to investigate.” 

On the subject of the 
owners ’ agreement, a 
BCBC spokesman told 
The GEM: “The 

landowner agreement 
will require some 
amendments to reflect 
the proposed changes. ”

A LOCAL commu¬ 
nity group are 
again campaigning 
for improvements 
to be made to the 
“most dangerous 
road in 

Porthcawl”, after 
an accident involv¬ 
ing a car hitting a 
pedestrian refuge 
on Tuesday (July 
10 ). 

Porthcawl SHOUT 
have been campaigning 
for more than three 
years to see the Trief 
kerbs installed in the 
centre of Fulmar Road 
as traffic calming meas¬ 
ures removed - as they 
believe them unsuitable 
for the task. 

They believe that the 
kerb’s design is not 
compatible with a car’s 
wheel height, meaning 
that there is a high 
chance cars will flip 
end-to-end if they hit 
the kerb at the wrong 
angle. 

Chairman Gary 
Victor spoke to The 
GEM and provided a 
three-page report on 
their findings. 

He said: “The design 
is flawed and people are 
paying the price with 
accidents. 

“The accident was a 
solo driver, and it was a 
full contact collision 
with the Trief kerb. 

“SHOUT are con¬ 
cerned that the wrong 
tool was picked for the 
job and the whole thing 
is a little bit amateurish. 
The danger of getting 
injured is too high, 
especially if you are not 
wearing a seatbelt. 

“Nobody is grabbing 
road safety by the scruff 
of the neck and looking 
at it.” 

The group claim that 
Trief kerbs, manufac¬ 
tured to protect installa¬ 
tions such as bridge 
parapets, lorry parks 
and bus stations against 
large HGV wheel over¬ 
run, and to deflect wan¬ 
dering vehicles back on 
to the right path, are 
unsuitable for use in the 
centre of the road, as is 
the case on Fulmar 
Road. 

Their report states: 
“These kerbs are not 
‘safely redirecting cars 
back on to the carriage¬ 
way’ , but are making 
them somersault at the 


impact point. 

“The advice to ‘steer 
away’ on a three-metre 
wide road would mean 
either driving across the 
pavement or into 
oncoming traffic.” 

A police spokesper¬ 
son said of the Tuesday 
morning incident: 
“Police received reports 
of an RTC on Fulmar 
Road, Porthcawl, at 
approximately 8.10am 
this morning. 

“A Toyota Yaris was 
in collision with bol¬ 
lards at a pedestrian 
crossing. No further 
vehicles were involved. 
It looks like the vehicle 
rolled on its side rather 
than end-to-end 
flipped.” 

Police also con¬ 
firmed that it is the 
third reported accident 
on Fulmar Road in the 
year June 2011-2012 , 
but that it was the first 
reported incident 
involving the pedestrian 
refuges. 

A spokesman for 
BCBC said: “The Trief 
kerbs are an accredited 
design and have been in 
use throughout the UK 
for the last 40 years. 

“In Fulmar Road, 
they were installed as 
part of the bus corridor 
works, in order to pro¬ 
vide safe pedestrian 


crossing points along 
this busy road. 

“We are currently 
looking at existing safe¬ 
ty measures in Fulmar 
Road. If this highlights 
any issues, we will take 
further appropriate 
action as required.” 

Bretts Concrete, 
manufacturers of the 
Trief kerbs, also backed 
the Trief kerbs for this 
use. 

A spokesman told 
The GEM: “It is diffi¬ 
cult to comment with¬ 
out actually seeing a 
copy of the report. 

“However, I find it 
difficult to see that 
there could be many 
instances of cars travel¬ 
ling within the 30mph 
urban speed limit flip¬ 
ping over as a result of 
hitting the Trief kerb. 

“Trief is referred to 
as a containment kerb 
because it has been 
specifically designed to 
safely contain a vehicle 
within the carriageway 
in areas where 85 per¬ 
cent of vehicle speeds 
are below 40mph - 
which makes it very 
useful for pedestrian 
and cycle protection in 
urban spaces.”

School marks 
its centenary 
at Brynmenyn 


PUPILS and teachers have 
held a day of centenary cele¬ 
brations to mark Brynmenyn 
Primary’s 100th birthday. 

The foundations for the existing 
school were laid a century ago, with 
pupils officially joining ‘Brynmenyn 
Council School’ in January 1913. 
On July 5, the school opened its 
doors to guests. In the morning 
there was a special assembly with 
narration and performances by chil¬ 
dren from every class, watched by 
Ogmore AM Janice Gregory, bor¬ 
ough Deputy Mayor Clive James 
and governors. 

Also present was Roger Penn, the 
great nephew of legendary local 
heroine Sarah Jane Howell, who 
died 100 years ago in a heroic 
attempt to save a local child Bertie 
Gubbins when the River Ogwr was 
in full flood. 

Bertie had accidentally kicked his 
football into the river and jumped in 
to get it out, but immediately got 
into trouble. Brave Sarah Jane 


jumped in after him and was able to 
push him to the bank, saving his life. 
Unfortunately, she was swept down 
river and drowned, but her memory 
lives on in the school with an annual 
award ceremony in her name. 

The school was then open to the 
public with an opportunity to visit 
each class to see work on different 
decades and view some of their per¬ 
formances again. Children dressed 
up in costumes from the decade they 
have been studying. Visitors also 
had a chance to see a display by the 
school and local history society in 
the main hall and view the beautiful 
mosaic celebrating the last 100 
years, created by junior pupils and 
mosaic artist David Bowers. 

Headteacher Clare Dale said: 
“We are all very excited about the 
centenary celebrations. The chil¬ 
dren have thoroughly enjoyed learn¬ 
ing about the different decades and 
were looking forward to sharing 
their work with the community.”

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Council is to 
consult on the 
merger of two 
junior schools 


THE cabinet of Bridgend 
County Borough Council has 
agreed to carry out a public 
consultation over proposals for 
merging Bryntirion Juniors 
with Llangewydd Juniors. 

It follows a report to the cabinet 
which revealed that pupil numbers at 
Bryntirion Juniors have dropped 
steadily since 2008 - falling from 154 
places to just 67 by January 2012 - and 
that the school is no longer financially 
viable. 

At the same time, demand for places 
at the neighbouring Llangewydd 
Juniors has continued to increase. 

As both schools already share the 
same site, the proposals would see the 
Bryntirion Juniors building become 
part of Llangewydd Juniors and the 
catchment area extended to accommo¬ 
date the extra pupils. 

In the longer term, the move would 
also help prepare for the establishment 
of an eventual primary school facility 
in line with the objectives of the coun¬ 


cil’s school modernisation programme, 
which includes provision for pupils 
aged three to 11. 

Coun Huw David, the cabinet mem¬ 
ber for children and young people, 
said: “Such high levels of surplus 
places are ultimately unsustainable as 
they place huge pressures on a school’s 
budget, but our main focus is still firm¬ 
ly set on ensuring that children can 
receive an education worthy of the 21st 
century. 

“Sadly, declining numbers at 
Bryntirion Juniors will in the future 
compromise the school’s capacity for 
providing the broad range of educa¬ 
tional opportunities that are so essen¬ 
tial at key stage two. 

“As such, plans are being drawn up 
for consulting with teachers, staff, gov¬ 
erning bodies, parents, children and the 
local community about bringing the 
two schools for the benefit of all 
pupils,” Coun David added. 

The consultation is currently being 
organised and more details are due to 
be announced soon.

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Ramblers pine for lost 
meadows of White Farm 


MORE by luck 
than judgement, 
the rainfall which 
has been never 
ending stopped for 
one day and 
allowed nine walk¬ 
ers from the 
Penarth and 
District Ramblers 
to meet Joy on 
Colcot Road for 
the recent evening 
walk. 

Making their way to 
the Buttrills Field, the 
group passed the con¬ 
troversial pathway that 
is being constructed as a 
cycle and footway to 
Barry Comprehensive 
School and further 
along ducked under the 
cones and tape to enter 
The Pastures. 

An old metal gate led 
into fields where the 
extremely muddy and 
slippery paths caused a 
problem on their way to 
Merthyr Dyfan. 

Campaigners for the 


past 20 years or so have 
finally lost their fight 
against the proposed 
housing development 
near White Farm and 
when building gets 
under way these lovely 
meadows will be lost 
forever. 

The group passed the 
stone church at Merthyr 
Dyfan, situated in a din¬ 
gle, said to be built on a 
very old Christian site 
and dedicated to St 
Dyfan (later partnered 
with St Teilo). 

The present church 
was built by the 
Normans in the 13th 
century, restored in the 
Victorian era and refur¬ 
bished again in 1970 
when the original altar 
stone was found in a 
nearby well and placed 
back inside. 

Crossing Port Road, 
near where Stumpy 
Lodge once stood, a 
metal kissing gate led 
into a grassy meadow 
and they descended to 
cross a wooden foot¬ 


bridge before climbing 
through more long grass 
and a further descent to 
the road opposite 
Goldsland Farm. 

They journeyed by 
road to New Wallace 
Farm and just beyond, a 
very deep puddle by a 
gate on the track pre¬ 
vented them from going 
further, at least without 
wellies! 

Access to the stile in 
the hedge was com¬ 
pletely blocked by a 
fallen tree, so the route 
had to be altered, and 
retracing their steps 
they crossed a stile and, 
descending, made their 
way through a rather 
sparse field of wheat to 
an overgrown foot¬ 
bridge that led them 
across the Nant Brynhill 
stream. 

Usually by this time 
of year grass has been 
cut for hay, but because 
of the incessant rainfall 
grass is still growing at 
an alarming rate. 

The planned stroll 
was fast turning into an 
extensive workout as 
the group had to wade 
through two fields of 
thigh high grass, and 
just above Little 
Brynhill Farm made 
their way through a jun¬ 
gle of foliage to finally 
emerge onto the track 
leading to the Brynhill 
Golf Club. 

With legs beginning 
to tire, the group 


tramped uphill to re¬ 
cross Port Road and 
make their way back to 
Colcot Road after what 
had certainly been an 
adventure!

DC 
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Spider-Man 
reboot certainly 
is amazing! 


T EN years 
ago, 

Spiderman 
was released, caus¬ 
ing a box office 
frenzy and reaf¬ 
firming the public’s 
love for a costumed 
superhero. 

Spanning two sequels 
(the second film being 
up there with X-Men 2 
and The Dark Knight as 
a quintessential super¬ 
hero film), the series 
was going strongly, but 
Sony’s decision to 
reboot the character 
meant that that version 
of old Spidey was no 
more. 

Under the direction 
of Marc Webb, The 
Amazing Spider-Man 
(note the use of ‘amaz¬ 
ing’ and the hyphen) 
swings into cinemas, 
starring Andrew 
Garfield as the titular 
character and his alter- 
ego Peter Parker. When 
Peter discovers a clue 
that may explain why 
his parents left him as a 
small child, it brings 
him into conflict with 
Dr Curt Connors (Rhys 
Ifans) who undergoes a 
change of his own, 
while the love of Gwen 
Stacy (Emma Stone) 
complicates things even 
more for the teenaged 
web-slinger... 

In the ten years since 
SPIDERMAN mark I 
stormed cinemas, the 
super-hero genre has 
undergone something of 
a revolution; Chris 
Nolan has taken the 
genre into darker, more 
visceral territory with 
the Batman franchise, 
while Marvel Studios 
have turned the likes of 
Iron Man into cash 
cows that show no sign 
of drying up any time 
soon. 

The arrival of The 
Amazing Spider-Man, in 
a summer in which 
Nolan’s Dark Knight 
will rise, and The 
Avengers have blown 
away box-office 
records, has been some¬ 
thing of a low-key one, 
with Marc Webb’s cine¬ 
matic revision in the 
shadows of other comic 
book characters. 

However, the film 
itself is a huge success, 
marrying real-life sensi¬ 
bilities with comic-book 
spectacle to create a 
hugely entertaining film 
that sets up the fran¬ 
chise incredibly well. 

The man behind the 
mask is a key ingredient 
to this, Andrew Garfield 
taking the character 
back to its comic-book 
incarnation, this version 
of Peter Parker ‘coolly 
nerdy’ yet with no small 
degree of confidence. 

The British actor has 
shown he can deliver in 
serious fare, yet takes to 
the blockbuster lark

with ease, his charis¬ 
matic and likeable turn 
making Parker feel real 
and genuine, carrying 
the film with no small 
degree of panache. 

In the love interest 
role, the character of 
Gwen Stacy has always 
been more interesting 
than Mary-Jane, and 
casting an actress the 
calibre of Emma Stone 
just ramps that up even 
more. 

Stone shares a won¬ 
derful chemistry with 
Garfield, equally as 
sassy and warm as 
Garfield’s turn. The 
actress never feels like a 
damsel in distress and 
seems more than capa¬ 
ble of holding her own. 

Rhys Ifan’s turn as 
Dr Connors is similarly 
well-judged, the charac¬ 
ter a good man driven to 
do bad things to fit his 
ideal of doing the right 
thing, and Ifans delivers 
a strong turn before the 
usual computer graphics 
take over in the second 
half of the film. 

With sterling support 
from the likes of Dennis 
Leary, Martin Sheen 
and Sally Field, the film 


certainly doesn’t fall 
short on acting quality, 
with the script giving 
the cast some pleasing 
heavy lifting to do in 
between the set-pieces. 

While the story does 
suffer from a few glitch¬ 
es, the plot feeling a lit¬ 
tle too familiar and 
over-cooked in places, 
its emphasis on the 
characters does pay div¬ 
idends, in particular 
with Peter Parker and 
Gwen Stacy; the rela¬ 
tionships are well-con¬ 
ceived and delivered. 

Director Marc Webb, 
whose background as a 
music video director 
should make him a visu¬ 
ally flashy hack, 
showed with the cute 
and painfully real 500 
Days Of Summer he is 
more than capable of 
marshalling a story, and 
he delivers a solid, 
good-looking film that 
doesn’t quite reach epic 
scales, but delivers the 
goods. 

Neat tricks like a 
first-person camera as 
Spider-Man flies 
between buildings make 
full use of the 3D, while 
the film achieves a real¬ 
istic comic book style 
without being too 
quirky, the film looking 
good but lacking any 
real standout moments. 

As the first baby 
steps in a new franchise, 
The Amazing Spider- 
Man is a very good out¬ 
ing, holding its own in a 
summer full of super¬ 
heroes; where it goes 
from here (as evidenced 
by an intriguing mid¬ 
credits scene) will be 
most interesting. 

VERDICT: Doing 
exactly what it says on 
the tin, The Amazing 
Spider-Man just about 
lives up to his name. 
Winning performances 
from Andrew Garfield 
and Emma Stone help 
carry the film, while 
Marc Webb gives the 
film a pleasing visual 
sheen. Recommended.

BARRY and Yale 
Friends of the 
Earth had a posi¬ 
tive meeting with 
Coun Rob Curtis, a 
Vale cabinet mem¬ 
ber of the newly- 
elected Local 
Authority. 

Agreement was 
reached about many 
local environmental con¬ 
cerns, with quarterly 
meetings to review envi¬ 
ronmental matters 
arranged. 

Members noted the 
‘guerilla’ gardening of 
the Vale Council, in 
planting wildflowers on 
many roundabouts, thus 
promoting biodiversity, 
and agreed with with 
Coun Curtis that more 
areas need to be left to 
‘go wild’. 

Recycling initiatives 
are more positive, with 
incentives needed, to 
encourage people to 
recycle more and avoid 
the incinerators. 

Barry and Vale FoE 
are disappointed that the 
recently announced ‘All- 
Wales’ coastal path is 
barely in existence from 
Cardiff to Rhoose, while 
cycle paths are continu¬ 
ally ignored as a rela¬ 
tively cheap priority. 

Barry and Vale FoE 


are equally disappointed 
at the results of the pub¬ 
lic inquiries on White 
Farm and ‘fracking’ at 
Llandow, where evi¬ 
dence was submitted. 

These planning appli¬ 
cations usually end up 
with a David and Goliath 
situation: David some¬ 
times wins, as we all 
know, so opposition to 
profit before planet must 
continue.

Karl Jenkins is the 
UK’s most popular con¬ 
temporary composer, 
and one of Wales’ most 
versatile and critically- 
acclaimed musicians. 

He is credited as being 
the most performed liv¬ 
ing composer in the 
world, his composition 
‘The Armed Man: A 
Mass For Peace ’ alone 
has been performed 
nearly 1,000 times in 20 
different countries since 
the CD was released 
while his recorded out¬ 
put has resulted in sev¬ 
enteen gold and plat¬ 
inum disc awards. 

His latest work ‘The 
Bards of Wales ’ was pre¬ 
miered in Hungary in 
June 2011. The piece 
forges an unexpected 
link between Hungary 
and Wales. 

The Hungarian poet 
Janos Arany (1817-82) 
was asked to write a 
poem in praise of the 
Austrian Emperor Franz 
Joseph but, as the 
Austrian overlords had 
just suppressed the 1848 
Hungarian Revolution, 
the poet did the oppo¬ 
site. 

To satisfy the state 
censor, the poem was 
written in terms of 
Welsh history, rather 
than Hungarian, telling 
how Edward I of 
England executed Welsh 
bards for failing to sing 
his praises at a banquet 
in Montgomery Castle in 
1277. 

When Hungary 
emerged from World 
War I as an independent 
state, The Bards of 
Wales found its place in 
the national education 
system and is learnt by 
heart by all children at 
the age of 13 or 14. In 
Hungary it is a poem so 
ingrained into the cultur¬ 
al psyche that adults and 
children can recite it on 
demand. 

Jenkins has set the 
text in Hungarian, Welsh

Dennis also has fond 
memories at performing 
at the last Eisteddfod to 
be held in the Vale, 
when the Eisteddfod vis¬ 
ited Barry in 1968. He 
competed, and was suc¬ 
cessful in, the 18-25 age 
group tenor competion. 

“Winning this compe¬ 
tition ended my competi¬ 
tive stage and began my 
ambition to become a 
professional singer.” 

Although the high¬ 
light of the concert will 
be the British premiere 
of the Bards of Wales, 
the first half will feature 


popular classics careful¬ 
ly chosen by the choir 
and soloists. 

Dennis explained: 

“For the first half of the

The Black Horse pub - and 
how it became ‘The Duke’ 


A Mr Emrys 
Jones who, 
back in the 
1920s, wrote a 
series of articles for 
a local paper on the 
old inns of south 
Wales, had this to 
say about the Duke 
Of Wellington Inn 
in Cowbridge. 

“I arrived in 

Cowbridge, and in a few 
seconds I was standing 
before the famous Duke 
of Wellington Inn, with 
its olde world charm and 
its small-paned bay win¬ 
dows. 

“On your left inside is 
the smoke room, a nar¬ 
row, low room: the kind 
of room in which our 
ancestors were wont to 
talk o’ nights, and at one 
end stood a very ancient 
Welsh blanket chest, a 
very gem to warm the 
heart of any antiquary. 

“More stylish and 
more costly dining 
rooms you may find in 
plenty, but I doubt 
whether you will find 
one anywhere more 
charming than the one in 
the ‘Duke’. 

“As you sit near the 
open fireplace with its 
huge oaken beam above, 
you may well imagine 
yourself back a century 
or so. Above the fire-

place, you will see a 
portrait of the Iron 
Duke, supported on 
either side by a pair of 
old-fashioned crossed 
swords. The old military 
air is maintained by 
crossed halberds at the 
other end of the room. 

“This inn is so called, 

I was told, because the 
Duke of Wellington 
stopped here after the 
Battle of Waterloo, while 
on his way to visit the 
mother of the famous 
Welsh soldier, General 
Picton, who was killed 
in the engagement that 
broke forever the power 
of Napoleon. 

“Before then, going 
back into the dim past, 
the old inn was known 
as the ‘Black Horse’, 
and a faded photograph 
remains to posterity, 
together with that of the 
peculiar looking town 
hall that existed in 
Cowbridge hundreds of 
years ago, when high¬ 
waymen rode at nights 
and held up the mail 
coaches on the 
Cowbridge Road. 

“There is a legend 
that once a highwayman 
came to the outskirts of 
the town. He bribed a 
boy to take his horse 
through the toll-gate to 
the end of Cowbridge - 
he would be known had 
he come on horseback. 

“Then he sauntered 
through the town like 
any other pedestrian 


until he came to the 
‘Duke’, or the Black 
Horse as it was known 
then. 

“As he glanced 
through the window, he 
saw men sitting there 
with their gold, trav¬ 
ellers who had come 
from one of the big 
towns. He was a daring 
fellow this highway¬ 
man,with his brace of 
pistols hidden under his 
long coat, and his ironi¬ 
cal smile of devil-may- 
care. 

“Without a second 
thought, he drew his pis¬ 
tol and killed one of the 
merchants, snatched up 
his bag of gold, and 
made off up the road to 
where his fretting mount 
stood ready for the long 
ride to freedom. 

“He was never 
caught. And no wonder, 
for in those times it was 
a matter of days before a 
policeman could be 
sworn in! By the time 
the pursuer set out, the 
highway-man was hun¬ 
dreds of miles away. 

“But the landlord of 
the ‘Black Horse’ had to 
suffer the highway 
man’s deed. His licence 
was taken from him for 
a time, and when it was 
restored, he was com¬ 
manded to wall up the 
window through which 
the highway-man shot, 
thus it remains to this 
day.”

Health Trust chief 
tells forum about 
‘inevitable changes’ 


ON July 6, 
Porthcawl SHOUT 
Forum invited Win 
Griffiths OBE, 
chairman of the 
Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg 
University National 
Health Trust, to 
attend its monthly 
meeting. 

Public concerns are 
being expressed about 
changes that are coming 
as a result of the need to 
scut down on costs, 
leading to disturbing 
rumours of reduction in 
services throughout the 
region. 

Gary Victor, 

Porthcawl SHOUT 
chairman, warmly wel¬ 
comed Mr Griffiths, who 
was accompanied by 
Bridgend local director 
Dorothy Edwards and 
Carol Killar, head of 
policy and regulation 
(nursing). 

An enthusiastic audi¬ 
ence, that also included 
non-members and local 
councillors, were grate¬ 
ful to Mr Griffiths for 
providing a straightfor¬ 
ward address and 
answering questions for 
over an hour. 

He assured members 
that it was the intention 
of his colleagues and 
himself to ensure that 
reorganisation would 


end up with ‘safe centres 
of excellence’ and that 
while changes were 
inevitable, they would 
not take place without 
full consultation. 

There would be a pro¬ 
gramme of engagement 
from the end of July, 
with a full three months 
allowed for in-depth 
consultation with all 
those affected from 
September through to 
December. 

We could be sure 
there would remain a 24- 
hour quality service in 
Bridgend. Addressing 
the many questions 
posed by the Porthcawl 
Forum, he said that the 
important changes would 
help to create a better 
service for the future, 
which placed expertise 
as near as possible to the 
problem needing to be 
solved. 

Clinicians were play¬ 
ing an essential role in 
driving the changes. 

Many changes will 
need to be made, but the 
quality of service pro¬ 
vided will always be of 
paramount importance. 
No change will take 
place unless it continues 
to provide a ‘safe’ serv¬ 
ice. 

On the issue of reduc¬ 
tion in services at Neath 
Port Talbot Hospital, Mr 
Grifiths stated that deci¬ 
sions had been taken 


because of a lack of doc¬ 
tors, most of whom were 
having to be attracted 
from abroad, not for 
financial reasons, as the 
money is available, but 
the doctors are not. 

The issue of accident 
and emergency provision 
was also discussed. 

There would need to be 
changes, including the 
establishment of special 
trauma units. 

While the policy was 
not finalised, Mr 
Griffiths suggested that 
he expected Bridgend to 
retain a 24-hour accident 
and emergency facility, 
even if not on the pres¬ 
ent scale. 

Concerns were then 
raised regarding provi¬ 
sion of suitable transport 
facilities. We appear to 
be well-served to get to 
hospitals in the east 
(Cardiff) but very poorly 
supported west, where 
bus services do not 
allow direct access or 
take into account patient 
visiting times. 

It was suggested that 
because our county is 
represented on the East 
Wales Transport Liaison 
committee, travel facili¬ 
ties to Cardiff are work¬ 
ing well, so we should 
also be represented on 
the West Wales 
Transport Liaison 
Committee to help 
change inadequate exist-

ing services. 

Members were 
adamant that this trans¬ 
port problem should be 
corrected as a matter of 
urgency and certainly 
before further hospital 
changes are made. 

Porthcawl SHOUT 
president Des Rees again 
raised the urgent need 
for a modem public 
health centre in 
Porthcawl. 

The town does not 
receive the priority it 
deserves, particularly 
with the high proportion 
of older people, as well 
as the additional holiday 
population needing care. 

He sited Cornelly and 
Pencoed, both of which 
have these facilities. 

Dorothy Edwards stat¬ 
ed that regular meetings 
are held with the regen¬ 
eration officer, as a busi¬ 
ness case has to be made 
out to allow progress. 

Mr Rees stated there 
was no need to delay 
awaiting regeneration, as 
the land and services 
were readily available. 
Mr Griffiths appeared to 
accept the argument and 
said the matter would be 
further considered. 

Mr Lindsay Morgan, 
our community health 
council representative, 
proposed a vote of 
thanks to Mr Griffiths 
and his colleagues for 
their attendance. 

The business meeting 
that followed was over¬ 
shadowed by the infor¬ 
mation received and 
relayed by the council¬ 
lors present that Tesco 
had, at long last, with¬ 
drawn from their pro¬ 
posed supermarket 
development. 

It is expected that a 
full statement will be 
issued by the BCBC 
regeneration department 
later this week. 

Members now await 
with great interest full 
details of the county’s 
so-called ‘Plan B’. 

This announcement in 
no way affects the 70 
berth harbour project, 
now expected to com¬ 
mence soon, or the reno¬ 
vation of Porthcawl’s 
famous and most pho¬ 
tographed lighthouse at 
the end of August. 

Perhaps Tesco’s late 
withdrawal will now 
allow the town of 
Porthcawl to be redevel¬ 
oped into a prime sea¬ 
side resort once more. 

The public can be 
sure Porthcawl SHOUT 
will not be slow to offer 
its views on the long- 
awaited regeneration that 
must now surely proceed 
without further delay.
